PUPILS' PRIVATE RECITALS— Are under charge of Bruno 
Strassberger or G. Winter. They take place every week at the 
North or South-Side Conservatory, beginnig in November. At 
these recitals pupils will play only for each other and help them 
to overcome the natural nervousness in playing before an audience 
Parents and friends may be invited. 

FACULTY AND ARTISTS' RECITALS— Artists' recitals and 
concerts are frequently given at the Conservatories halls during 
the season. These recitals are considered essential to good stu- 
dents in cultivating the taste for better music and in familiarizing 
them with the works of great masters. To these functions extra 
invitations are issued. 

PUPILS' POPULAR RECITALS— Advanced pupils' recitals, 
under charge of Mr. C. Strassberger, are given 3-4 every month, to 
which all students, their parents and friends, are invited.
